The complaint charges that: 

--The new guidelines ‘‘would 
prevent comprehensive river 
basin planning" and ‘‘preempt 
full development and multi- 
purpose planning,’’ thus 
conflicting with the intent of the 
Water Resources Planning Act of 
1965, under which the Water 
Resources Council was given its 
rule-making responsibilities. 

-'The new guidelines violate 
the intent of Congress in passage 
of the Flood Control Act of 1970 
which directs that regional 
economic development and ‘‘the 
well-being of the people" be 
included as distinct water 
resources project objectives, 
along with economic efficiency 
and environmentai enhancement. 

«The new guidelines would 
enable the Executive Branch ‘‘to 
circumvent the Congressional 
prerogative to authorize and fund 
water projects for what it deems 
to be the good of the Nation.” 

--The Water Resources 
Council did not file an adequate 
environmental impact statement 
accompanying the new 
guidelines, as required by the 
National Environmental Policy 
Act of 1969. 


Charges 


The plaintiffs charge that the 
new project guidclines ‘‘violate 
the letter and the spirit of the 
statute under which they issued, 
that they are arbitrary and

of the Nation's water and related 
land resources, and provide the 
basis for calculating benefits and 
costs of individual projects to 
determine their economic 
feasibility. The benefit-cost 
analysis affects decisions of 
Executive agencies to submit 
specific project proposals to 
Congress and bears on 
Congressional decisions to 
authorize and fund the projects. 

The compiaint argues that the 
new standards, which sharply 
discount the value assigned to 
long-term project benefits, are 
unduly restrictive. The 
complaint alleges that ap- 
proximately half the currently 


authorized Army Corps of. 


Engineers' projects awaiting 
construction would not pass 
feasibility standards contained 
in the new criteria. 


Most projects blocked 


“The underlying concept is 
one of curtailment, rather than 
development," said Irvin J. 
Schenk, Vincennes, Ind., 
President of the Wabash Valley 
Association, Inc. ‘‘The 
consequences of the new 
standards would be many and 
grave. The blocking of major 
flood control facilities, for 
instance, wouldalmost certainly 
result from application of these 
standards, thus jeopardizing the 
lives and property of thousands 
of citizens. Preclusion of many 
navigation and water storage 
projects, both of crucial 
importance in coping with our 
energy shortage, is also implicit 
in the new standards. Wabash 
Basin projects now planned 
would certainly be curtailed.” 

Only 2 benefits 

The new regulations permit 
only national economic 
efficiency and environmental 
enhancement as project 
objectives for whichbenefits and 
costs may be calculated to 
determine a project’s 
feasibility. The current planning 
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WVA Suit: 


A dozen regional and national 
organizations supporting wise 
managementof water resources 
have filed suit to halt the 
implementation of new Federal 
rules and regulations which they 
charge would strangle the 
Nation’s water resources 
program. 

Why sue? 


The Wabash Valley 
Association, Ine; a citizen's 
"action group dedicated to orderly 
water resource developmentin a 
balanced environment 
throughout the 33,100 square 
miles of the Wabash River Basin 
was among the 12 organizations 
filing the complaint. Five 
individuals who have actively 
supported Federal water 
resources projects are also 
listed as plaintiffs. 


Complaint noted 

A complaint filed October 17 in 
U.S. District Court for the 
District of Columbia charges 
that the U.S. Water Resources 
Council, a Cabinet-level 
interagency body which 
coordinates the activities of 
water resources agencies, acted 
illegally in adopting new 
guidelines for evaluating the 
economic feasibility of proposed 
Federal projects to improve 
navigation, provided flood 
protection, enhance the 
environment, increase water- 
based recreation, and provide 
other water-related services. 
The new guidelines were 
approved Aug. 3 by President 
Nixon, and are scheduled to go 
into effect Oct. 25. The suitseeks 
a Federal Court injunction 
blocking their enforcement.

WVA-supported projects which have been completed include: 

Cagles Mill — located midway between Indianapolis and Terre 
Haute on Mill Creek. Construction was started in July, 1948, and com- 
pleted in June, 1953. The primary purpose is flood control. 

Mansfield Lake — located on Raccoon Creek between Indianapo- 
lis and Rockville. Construction was started in October, 1956, and 
completed in July, 1960. The primary purpose is flood control. 

Monroe Lake — located 10 miles southeast of Bloomington. Con- 
struction was started in November, 1960, and completed in October, 
1964. The primary purpose is flood contro! and low flow regulation. 

Mississinewa Lake — located in Miami County, southeast of Peru 
and northwest of Marion. Construction was started in April, 1962, and 
completed in October, 1967. 

Salamonie Lake — located in Wabash and Huntington counties. 
Construction was started in December, 1961, and completed in Sep- 
tember, 1966. 

Huntington Lake — located in Huntington and Wells counties. 
Construction was started in June, 1965, and completed in 1971. 

The primary purpose of the Mississinewa, Salamonie and Hunt- 
ington reservoirs together is to reduce flood stages in the upper Wa- 
bash and secondarily in the lower Wabash and Ohio rivers. 

But those are in the past, and for the WVA there is still much 
more to do. Projects for which funding has been budgeted or request- 
ed include: 1 

Patoka Lake — located on the Patoka River, northeast of Jasp- 
er. Construction was started in 1972 and projected completion date is 
1977; $3.6 million has been budgeted by the President, but the WVA 
seeks $4.6 million for the coming year. 

Edwin Pieper, Dubois, told the subcommittee hearings, “The 
Army Corps of Engineers says $4.6 million can be spent in '75. The 
dam contract can be let this summer if the money is appropriated. 
It won't be let until April, 1975, otherwise.” 

Big Pine Lake — located on Big Pine Creek northwest of Attica. 
No money was included in the President's budget, but the WVA has 
asked, $500,000. R. G. Willer, Pine Village, Said no money was ap- 
propriated because final approval from Gov. Otis Bowen and the 
Indiana Department of Natural Resource$ was not received until 
January. The $500,000 would be used for land acquisition. 

Big Walnut Lake — located on Big Walnut Creek north of Green- 
zastle. Engineering and design studies are being conducted, with 
$225,000 included in the President's budget. The WVA is requesting 
$300,000, the amount needed to complete the Studies, 

Big Blue Lake — located on the Blue River, southsewt of New 
Castle. No money for the authorized project Was included in the bud- 
get. The WVA is asking $100,000 for preliminary planning and design. 
William Blue, Greenfield mayor, urged money be appropriated be- 
cause at this time the project would involve a minimum of reloca- 
tion. He said planning now will stop residential development in the 
area. t 

Marion Flood Wall — located near downtown Marion, Ind.: $75,- 
000 budgeted. Joseph Horner, Marion city engineer, said flooding, 
which has been a problem since 1913, reaches almost to the downtown 
area. He said the city is only five miles from Interstate 69, but duriag 
flooding is blocked off from the highway. A dual-lane road is being 
built into the city but has been stopped a mile outside the city limits 
until a flood wall decision is made. m 

Niblack Levee pumps — located north Of Vincennes; $1,044,000 
budgeted. Richard Bond, Vincennes, testified in Washington, “This 
levee has done much to protect thousands Of acres of productive 
farmland from the ravages of the Wabash River. The only major 
problem is that initial engineering and “sign omitted necessary 
pumping facilities which would handle surface runoff impounded be- 
hind the levee in high water. When the water collects, it floods hund- 
reds of acres of farmland.” e 

Louisville Lake — located on the Littlé Wabash River, north of

It's a decade or two into the future and you're standing on a high 
bank of the Wabash river south of Terre Haute. Below, big barges 
parade slowly by, heavily laden with grain, coal, petroleum and

۸ dream? Yes, that's exactly what it is today — the dream and 
hope and goal of the Wabash Valley Association. : 

Founded 17 years ago, the WVA is composed of Indiana and Illi- 
nois citizens striving to provide flood control, drought relief, recrea- 
tion and navigation in the vast Wabash River Basin. 

Irvin Schenk, Vincennes, WVA board chairman, explains: 

"The group was founded by people who decided that status quo in 
the Wabash River Basin was intolerable. They include mayors, bank- 
ers, small businessmen, retirees, many others — many of whom will 
not directly benefit from the WVA's projects.” 

Since its inception, the WVA, headquartered in Mt. Carmel, II., 
has promoted and seen completed several projects, including six 
reservoirs in Indiana and five levees in the two states. On the draw- 
ing board are 16 more lakes and three levees — plus, of course, all 
the navigation aides needed to open the Wabash from Terre Haute to 
the Ohio River. 

The river originates in Mercer county, Ohio, near the Indiana 
border and joins the Ohio River about halfway between Mount Vern- 
on, Ind., and Shawneetown, Ili. 

The Wabash drains roughly 33,000 square miles, including about 
two-thirds of Indiana and a sixth of Illinois. Its major tributaries 
are the Salamonie, Mississinewa, White, Embarrass, Little Wabash 
and Patoka Rivers. 

About 3.5 million people live in the Wabash River Basin’s 88 
counties. Of these, 1.75 million are urban, 1.25 million rural nonfarm 
and 250,000 farm. 

Flooding is a major problem in the basin which receives 40-45 
inches of rainfall yearly. Henry Wallace, Crossville, Ill., a WVA past 
president, said 2.3 million acres are in the flood area and $4.6 billion 
is lost each year on unusable land. If all Wabash River Basin land 
were in use, enough food could be produced to the United States and 
500 million other people, Wallace said. 

In addition, enough water to serve 90 million people flows un- 
used from the Wabash to the sea each year. 

These statistics, dry on paper, are brought to life by the WVA, 
particularly during the group’s annual trek to Washington, D.C., to 
lobby for project funding. 

Early this month, 140 members made this year’s trip, hoping to 
convince Congress to increase $6,739,000 included in the President's 
budget for Wabash River projects to $8,414,000. And at that, Schenck 
told House and Senate Public Works subcommittees, the $3.4 million 
only one-half of what is needed.” 

Of the multi-million-dollar budget, only $100,000 is earmarked for 
navigation study, but the project is of top concern to the WVA, 

Food and energy crises have given new impetus to the drive for 
navigation. Testifying before the subcommittees, WVA President 
Maynard Wheeler, Terre Haute, said, "The two most important 
challenges facing our country today are finding sources of food and 
energy. We have an abundance of both in the Wabash River Basin." 

Wheeler noted that 180 billion tons of coal, 56 billion of it low 
sulphur, are available in the basin within 60 miles of the country's 
population center. 

He also said basin farmers are being penalized 8 cents per bushel 
of grain by lack of water transportation. 

John Ward, Vincennes, a member of the WVA Navigation Com- 
mittee, termed the basin “a vital part of the nation's economy.” 

He said, "The area urgeutly needs commodities from the Guif 
states, the Southwest, and upper Ohio. In addition, navigation would 
serve energy needs and help get corn to the South. 

“The nation needs the products we have, and we need use of the 
waterway.” . : 

The WVA, with its two-state membership, has based its goals on 
the good of the entire region, eliminating local rivalies. as funding 
for individual projects is sought. 

Sen. Charles Percy (R-Ill.) told the group during its recent Wash- 
ington trip, “Think of these not as projects to benefit one small com- 
munity, but consider the overall impact on rural areas, particularly 
in stopping migration to cities," 

Sen, Vance.Hartke-(D-ind.) struck a.similar note, suggesting that 
Wabash River projects can help stop population losses, such as those 
being experienced in Indiana counties south of U.S. 40. 

Hartke also said that during a recent stop in Logansport he was

n summary, he stated, “The opposition to 
the WVA is working harder and they're 
well-armedm They are better armed and 
more dedicated than you (WVA 
members) are."

Myers noted that he would ‘‘have to 
look at the report and accept it myself.” 

“I still stand on the statement that I 
made previously that navigation has to 
be environmentally and economically 
sound before I'll go with it," the 
Congressman stated.

have been the prime movers in Congress 
behind efforts to improve the Wabash

With Hartke's defeat for election to a. 
fourth term, the main spokesman for the 
pro-navigation forces in Washington, 
D.C., is now Myers.

Wheeler points out in his cor- 
respondence that Congressmen Myers 
and George Shipley (of Illinois) were re- 
elected by “large” majorities and that 
both men support navigation. 

Meanwhile, Wheeler states that J.

“It is apparent you do not consider the 
wishes of the majority of the people in 
the Wabash Valley,” he concludes.

Maynard Wheeler, the chairman of the 
board for the Wabash Valley Associa- 
tion, has blasted the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers in Louisville for the recent 
decision to shelve plans to study the 
feasibility of navigation on the Wabash 
River to Terre Haute. 

Wheeler states in a letter to Col. 
James N. Ellis, district engineer at 
Louisville for the Corps, that “we are 
disgusted, mad and unhappy with the 
operation of your office.” 

The WVA chairman said, “Certainly it 
has been my experience during the past 
Six years to question whether the 
Louisville Corps office has ever taken a 
positive and aggressive position on the 
Wabash Valley program.” 

Meanwhile, U.S. Rep. John Myers said 


Thursday he is not yet ready to comment | 


on a study by the Corps concerning the 
feasibility of making the Wabash 
navigable. 

The Congressman did state, however, 
that the issue of navigation is “not 
dead—not by a long shot." 

Last Friday Ellis announced that it ap- 
peared that the cost of a navigation pro- 
ject from the Ohio River to Mt. Carmel, 
111. would exceed the benefits to be 
gained and that he would therefore not 
recommend federal participation in the 
project. 

Moreover, the. Corps has decided to 
abandon plans to continue a study on the 
feasibility of navigation to Terre Haute. 
The study is being shelved because the 
engineers.feel the results would be the 
Same as thé,study to Mt. Carmel.

As they develop their priorities during 
the next few weeks, WVA officials are 
expected to consider requesting the 
Congressional committees to require the 
Army Corps to conduct the preliminary 
feasibility studies that have already 
received authorization and funding. 

Lackey, discussing the President's 
proposals, said he believed the WVA 
would continue its priorities of en- 
couraging ways to hold water and ways 
to harvest” water. 

Lackey also revealed that the WVA 
has been asked by the Indiana Deparh. 
ment of Commerce to conduct a seminar 
on the economics of water. 

Plans are currently being made for 
such a seminar and a spring date is ex- 
pected to be set shortly for the session.

The President's civil works budget for 
fiscal year 1978 proposes that the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers receive more 
than $16.5 million for water-related pro- 
jects in the Wabash Valley. 

The proposal includes slightly more 
than 51 million for funding of four pro- 
jects in the Wabash Valley in Illinois and 
almost $15.5 million for 11 projects in the 
river basin area of Indiana. 

Joe Lackey, executive director of the 
Wabash Valley Association, said he felt 
the Wabash Valley had “done right 
well—considering everything.” 

The WVA is a citizens’ organization 
concerned with water and land develop- 
ment in the Wabash River basin. 

Lackey said WVA leaders would 
review the President's proposals during 
the next several weeks in order to 
prepare testimony to be delivered before 
the House and Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittees in Washington, D.C., in 
early April. 

WVA representatives travel to 
Washington each year to present infor- 
mation concerning the funding of water 
projects in east-central Illinois and 
west-central Indiana. 

Lackey said the WVA would be 
developing priority statements in 
response to the President's recommen- 
dations. 

“We'll either concur with the various 
funding recommendations or fuss at 
them.” Lackey said. 

He noted that the annual WVA 
Washington trip would be built around 
water resource hearings set by the 
House and Senate committees for April 4 
through 6. Details of the WVA trip are 
still being planned. 

The President's recommendations for 
Illinois included the following projects: 

—Mill Creek and South Slough, 
navigation—operation and maintenance, 
$25.000. 


—Rend Lake, operation and 
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resources," Lackey séid. “Water is the 
key to jobs and food for our children." 

“We need to set priorities to get a good 
balance. Then we can see the difference 
between what is needed and what is just 
desired," Lackey said. 

Lackey emphasized the Wabash 
Valley is noted for things that are needed 
throughout the world to survive—land, 
water, coal, and timber, for example. He 
said people of the valley must realize 
how rich in resources the area is and 
how fortunate they are. However, they 
must also realize these must be 
develóped to do any good. 

"We've been using our natural 
resources wastefully and not taking care 
of them. When you stop developing, 
especially resources, you can't keep 
things as they are," Lackey said. ''Our 
(WVA's) job is to promote change and 
development, and make sure it is kept as 
orderly as possible.” 

Involvement in public affairs is some- 
thing Lackey urges of every citizen, 
because positive action is the only way to 
influence what goes on in any area. 

"What happens to this area really 
depends on the people who live here," 
Lackey said. “If they don't like what is 
going on here or elsewhere in their 
country, it’s their own cotton-pickin’ 
fault. People get what tey deserve." 

Lackey said the WVA has received 
support from extremely fine people in 
the area. He hopes membership in the 
association will grow. 

Lackey knows well that he, and WVA 
projects, will face opposition on almost 
every count, but said he is prepared to 
fight the battles for what he believes is 
the right thing. 

“There is no progress without pain. 
Anytime we come out for a project, there 
will be some who oppose it. But that’s not 
all bad. We ourselves are an opposition 
group to those who propose to do 
nothing. And opposition makes you look 
closer at your own project to determine 
if it really is the right thing. 

“T have no fear of opposition," Lackey 
said. “I just try to go ahead and do what 
I think is right. I applied for this job 
because I believe in it.” 

Lackey will spend much of his time at 
the Terre Haute office and throughout 
the valley. He will maintain his home in 
Oaktown.

Lackey, a Lawrenceville, Ill., native, 
was appointed to the head ad- 
ministrative post by the WVA following 
the resignation of Richard Shewmaker. 
Shewmaker, also a minister, is leaving 
the post for health reasons and plans to 
go to Fort Dodge, Iowa, where he will 
work as coordinator for the General 
Baptist Church. 

Setting priorities.and a positive 
direction for the WVA is Lackey's 
primary goal. In his position, he will 
have the opportunity to rekindle the 
flame and put purpose back into the 
organization which he says has been 
lacking. 

“My job is to revitalize the whole 
association," Lackey said. “After the 
corps decided to stop study of chan- 
nelization, some wanted to quit. I don't 
think this is the right approach.” 

Lackey said he felt the Army Corps of 
Engineers had no authority to cease 
feasibility studies into the chan- 
nelization of the Wabash River, because 
it was a study ordered and funded by 
Congress. He agreed the channelization 
may not be entirely feasible according to 
hard evidence. However, he holds that 
navigation on a river is born more of a 
vision than on cold facts. 

Getting the association geared back 
toward its purpose of promoting growth 
of industry and development of 
resources won't be an overnight ac- 
complishment for the new executive, but 
he is inning in that direction with 
what he believes is a fresh approach. 

“I am in the process of setting up 
meetings in each area in the valley and 
will try to get us back on track," Lackey 
said. He added he will also try to 
generate more interest in the WVA 
throughout the valley. 

Lackey said water is the most im- 
portant resource to be developed and 
that these needs must be separated from

The Wabash Valley Association's cen- 
tral location in the nation geographically 
will be reflected in its position of central 
importance in the nation’s capital this 
week, 

About 70 members of the WVA leave 
Monday as a delegation of interested 
and responsible Mid-Western citizens 
seeking to assist the United States gov- 
ernment in meeting the needs of the 
nation. 

Their three-day visit with national 
leaders, particularly members of Con- 
gress, will focus much attention on the 
growing need for improved ‘‘water 
harvesting," according to Joe Lackey. 
executive director of the WVA. 

Addressing the larger view in com- 
ments to The TRIBUNE as he prepared 
for departure, Lackey said, “The popu- 
lation of this country is continuing to 
expand ... there’s no indication we're 
going to get additional rainfall. There- 
fore, in order to meet the needs of the 
future, it is essential that we eoncern 
ourselves with the harvesting and con- 
trol of water so as to have it available 
for our people when the need arises." 

He went on to point out that there is 
really no need for additional rainfall as 
he noted that trillions — not just billions 
but thousands of billions — of gallons of 
water fall to the earth of the United 
States with regularity. 

Putting that statistic in terms more 
readily comprehensible, and related 
specificially to this area, Lackey said. 
“There are an average 21,500 gallons of 
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about a quarter-million dollars by Pres- 
tolite for water processing in its opera- 
tion and significant attention to water 
standards in the development of Central 
Illinois Public Service, Newton-Jasper 
County plant. 


The power plant, which will cost a 
total of about $700 million, has spent $13 
million so far in the preparation of 
recirculation provisions, including sev- 
eral lakes which have been stocked with 
virtually all kinds of fresh water fish, 
bass, sunfish, crappie, catfish and oth- 
ers. 


“We are recognizing them as good 
corporate citizens," Lackey said.

the Terre Haute First National Bank, 
received a life membership in the 
Wabash Valley Association during the 
luncheon of the annual meeting of the 
organization in Robinson, Ill., Saturday.

Lackey's figures for the costs were 
different, according to his statement: 
“The most recent cost estimate for 
channelization of this amount of river 
runs to around $600 million total." 

Explaining why he feels this output of 
money is good, Lackey said, “It costs 
approximately $1,200,000 per mile to 
build an interstate or four-lane highway.

It will take all the effort from rail, 
truck, and water transportation we can 
get." 
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‘serious energy crisis," 
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Wheeler goes on to question why the 
10 mile canal to Carmi was included in 
the feasibility study. "We know of no 
one in the Carmi area or in the WVA 
asking for this, he said. 

The chairm: : of the board said in- 
quiries have seen made to both Corps 
offices in Louisville and Cincinnati, but 
"We have received no answer.” 

Continuing his argument, Wheeler 
pointed to the 28,000,000 tons of coal that 
is imported into Indiana. ‘‘We do not 
find in the report any recognition" of 
that fact, he said. 

“Hence. no consideration is given to 
any part of the cost benefits of move- 
ment of part of this coal by transporta- 
tion on the Wabash River.” 

Wheeler also criticized the proposed 
canal in Posey County that was studied. 
“It takes the maximum amount of ex- 
cellent farm land out of production," he 
said. “It is our belief that an alternate 
route could be taken that would destroy 
a minimum of excellent farm land." 

Wheeler said the WVA disagreed with 
the Corps staternent that “incremental 
increases in the volume of freight traffic 
are to be distributed among transporta- 
tion modes in the same ratio that pres- 
ently exits." 

Wheeler says, “It is a fact today that 
the railroads are not able today to take 
care of the present production of grain 
and coal. It has been necessary the last 
two years to store grain on the ground 
because of lack of rail or truck transpor- 
tation.” 

Wheeler said the WVA agrees “that 
there will be only a smail increase in 
grain production in the area from the 
Ohio to Mt. Carmel. However, it is 
believed true that there will continue to 
be a tremendous increase in grain prod- 
uction from Mt. Carmel to the Terre

"We think the title of the report 
should be a correct statement of fact" 
Wheeler said. “It should be titled 
‘Navigation on the Wabash River to Mt. 
Carmel, Il]. and Carmi. ill. from the 
Ohio River. 

"After the money was appropriated 
for the study of the navigation on the 
Wabash to Terre Haute. we appealed 
both to the Corps office at Cincinnati and 
Louisville that the study be made to 
Terre Haute and no. two separate stud- 
ies—one to Mt. Carmel and another to 
Terre Haute." 

Wheeler said it was WV A's contention 
“that a study only to ۹۸ Carmel would 
have questionable fe: ity on a cost 
benefit ratio because with Mt. Carmel 
only 42 miles from the Ohio River. there 
would be marginal benefit to the Wabash 
because of the navigation benefits al- 
ready available on the Ohio.

According to Henry Wallace, 
another WVA founder, the group has 
continually suffered from govern- 
ment inattention at both the state and 
federal level. Referring to these dis- 
interested parties, he said, “They 
aren't concerned with our little area 
— they consider getting voted into 
office.... They don't give a hoot about 
rural America.” 


He did have high praise for Con- 
gressman John Myers, whom he 
described as probably ''the strongest 
supporter of the Wabash Valley As- 
sociation.” 


Described as a ‘‘living en- 
cyclopedia" on WVA history, Wallace 
was able to outline the history and 
accomplishments of the group in full 
detail. Noting that seven reservoirs 
have been completed since the 
group's formation, he added that the 
number was still far short of the 
projected 23 which WVA feels is 
necessary for effective flood control 
and water utilization. 


Referring to a recent report issued 
by Indiana Congressman Lee 
Hamilton (9th District) which calls 
attention to potential water 
shortages, Wallace expressed hope 
for a “new life” for the WVA. 


"We're hoping to have a new 
strength when we go to Washington 
next spring, he said, pointing to the 
thrust provided by Hamilton. “We're 
Eoing to try and get our projects 
revived.’ 


When WVA members speak of the 
Wabash, it is with a kind of awe: love 
for the life it gives, fear of the 
devastation it can wreak. But rather 
than submitting to fate, they seek to 
control the capricious moods of this 
unruly “god.” 


adding that it could lead to “the 
greatest industrial revolution in the 
Midwest that this country has ever 
seen." 

He said it would benefit both 
agriculture and industry by providing 
a cheaper form of transportation. In 
addition, it would encourage the de- 
velopment of coal reserves in both 
Illinois and Indiana, he claimed. 

At. least one WVA member, 
however. expressed doubts on the 
feasibility of navigation, citing geo- 
graphic reasons and the current na- 
tional spending philosophy which puts 
a low priority on publie works con- 
struction.. 

He also referred to a lack of public 
awareness regarding water conserva- 
tion issues. “I don't think there is 
strong public awareness of water 
resource management," he said, ad- 
ding that the group needs more 
"erusaders' to bring the issue alive 


urvives: 
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"Each of us had known people 
affected by water, either through 
floods or drought,” he said. “If water 
had been properly utilized, we would 
not have had these problems." 

While WVA's concern for clean 
water and flood control continues, 
Gettinger said that a major emphasis 
in the upcoming years again should be 
on making the Wabash River a 
navigable waterway. 

“Navigation of the river will give 
us jobs and social life in the year 2000 
and beyond,” he said. ‘‘Without it, we 
will not have the transportation to do 
the things that ought to be done." 

W.B. Grey, mayor of Hutsonville, 
Ill., made a strong plea for navigation 
in his speech presented at the recent 
WVA meeting at Merom Institute. 

“We have to sell the idea to people 
in responsible positions... that this is 
not a waste of taxpayer's money, but 
a high priority project," he said.

VINCENNES — Wabash Valley 
Association members are calling for 
a federal re-evaluation of a 1979 
study on the feasibility of making the 
Wabash River navigable from Terre 
Haute to the Ohio River. 

Approximately 110 members of 
the organization were joined by 
Indiana and Illinois legislators, com- 
munity and business leaders at the 
Executive Inn on Thursday to re- 
affirm their commitment to water 
conservation and making the river 
navigable. 

The association was founded 25 
years ago to develop resources of the 
Wabash River from its headwaters 
to Evansville in order to improve 
flood control, recreation and power 
development, long-time member 
John Logan said Thursday night. The 
association almost fizzled out, 
because it failed to work with 
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navigable, said during the meeting 
that Wabash Valley citizens need 
“to exercise greater concern" in 
supporting the project by telling 
their elected officials. 

Gettinger pointed to the $5.1 
billion Tenn-Tombigbee project 
that is to be completed in February 
as evidence that the Wabash River 
project should be undertaken. 

The Tenn-Tombigbee project, 
running through Mississippi and 


-Alabama and dumping into the 


Gulf of Mexico, is 1/2 times the size 
of the Panama Canal project and is 
to pay for itself in 50 years through 
increased commerce that it is to 
stimulate. 

A Wabash River project, that the 
WVA is recommending to be scaled 
down since the last Corps study, 
would cost an estimated $800 
million, Gettinger said. The 
scaled-down plan would provide for 
300-foot-width channels, half the 
size of the earlier proposal. ' 

Gettinger said 60 percent of 
grain shipped out of the Wabash 
Valley is transported by trucks to 
the Ohio River. 7 

Money spent on making result- -
